“It shall be the duty of the
postmaster at every such post
office, upon 4 written order from
any person living on or near the
star route, to deliver to the prop-
er mail carrier for that route any
mail matter, except registered
mail, with instructions as to the
proper mail box at which said
mail matter so delivered to a car-
rier for deposit shall not becarried
past another postofiice on the
route before being deposited in a
mail box."

No collections of mail are made
from these boxes, but ““T'he law
provides that every carrier on the
mail shall receive any mail mat-
ter presented to him, if properly
prepaid by stamps, and deliver
the same for mailing at the next
post office at which he arrives,but
no fees shall be allowed him there-
for,"
